AN EMPTY HOUSE 


Gen. 
Otis is Considered by

Natives and Their Condition. 


The following interesting letter 


is from a brotuer of City Solicitor 
J. S. Thomas, who went to Manila 
with the engineering corps of the 
First California regiment, 
which 


returned recently from the islands: 


Eecl Bluff, Gal., Sept. 1C, 1899. 
Yoiir letter was received in due 


tin^e, and would have been 
an- 


swered sooner, but I have been kept 
busy trying to find some place where 
I could sleep and breathe with ease. 
I enjoyed good health while in the 
army, but on returning from the 
Philipines we encountered a severe 
"north wester" and I.caught a deep 
cold which ended in asthma, as I 
thought. 
I intended to remain in 


San Erancisco, but could not do so 
on account of the damp fogs. 
I 


went South and got worse. Knowing 
the benefit of a dry climate, I came 
to Eed Bluff, where I immediately 
consulted my old family physician, 
and now I am 
improving. 
The 


cough has almost left me and I 
think in a short time I will be my- 
self again. 


You ask what my views are on 


the Phillipino situation. 
Well, I 


don't think much of the natives as 
subjects of the United States. They 
would be good people to leave where 
they are, but we have come into 
possession of the islands by treaty 
and can not well get rid of them, 
neither can we haul down our flag 
and leave them. 
We haave gotten 


into another hemisphere and have 
to deal with the great powers of 
Europe. To abandon them would 
be to turn them o\cr 
to 
the 


strongest power in the Orient for 
there certainly will be a contention 
over them. 
If we haul down our 


Hag and.leave the islands for the 
natives to govern, some power of 
Europe would at once step" in, and 
hoist its liag, and this would pre- 
cipitate a war in which the United 
States would probably be interested. 


"While, I admit we do not want the 


islands, how are we to get rid of 
them? Our flag has been insulted 
by our own people so to speak, be- 
cause by treaty we have cume into 
possession of the islands and they 
are ours. And the only "thing that 
we can do as I see it, is to make 
the natives submit. While I do not 
believe in expansion, we have ex- 
panded, and having gone into the 
tfce other hemisphere, we have to 
meet new conditions, or in othe 
words we must adopt some orienta 
policy whether it is In accord witl 
the declaration of Independence . o 
not. 
It is not easy to take a back 


ward step. 


The natives can not govern them- 


selves as far ;>s I ^was able to see. 
They are a very treacherous people 
and any little grievance, whether 
real or supposed, would cause an 
uprising among them and, moreover 
they would not submit to one ruler 
but for a short time. The majority 
are very ignorant, have no means 
of acquiring an education excepting 
through the church, and it 
will 


not let them gain more knowledge 
than is necessary. But it will take 
a long time to get rid of the class 
now up in arms against us. 
The 


rebellion could have been ended 
long ago if a competent commander 
had been put in charge of the forces. 
Whenever a decisive blow could have 
been struck, Otis would call a halt, 
an.'l order the troops back, which 
has caused all this newspaper talk. 
More than once did the troops have 
the insurgents at their mercy and 
then were ordered to withdraw.
